Statewide Poli Shows Little Support for Juneau Road/Ferry Project 
Alaskans Prefer Local Projects and Will Not Use the Road to Contact Legislators 

Anchorage, AK - A new statewide poli shows that Alaskans prefer by a 79% to 1 1 % margin that the state 
spend money on local transportation repairs, maintenance, and upgrades rather than on the $374 million 
Juneau Road/Ferry Project. The poli also shows that by an even higher margin, 81% to 13%, Alaskans do 
not plan to use the proposed road/ferry project to access the legislature in Juneau. Southeast Alaska 
residents alone backed local repairs, maintenance, and upgrades over the project by a smaller margin, 
63% to 26%. The poli, conducted by Anne Hays Research (www.havsresearch.com') . was taken on 
November 9-12 and is available at http://www.aktransportation.or^press-Tetea^^ 

The Juneau Road/Ferry Project, a holdover transportation project proposed by the Murkowski 
Administration, consists of 50 miles of new road that would end at a new ferry terminal on the east side of 
Lynn Canal, 1 8 ferry miles from Skagway. Travelers would then take ferries to Haincs or Skagway. The 
proposed road route is along very steep terrain prone to avalanches, rockfalls, and landslides, so a good 
portion of the project will be among the toughest - and most expensive per mile - road construction 
projects in the country. 

"These poli results demonstrate that the Juneau Road/Ferry Project is not a priority for 8 of 10 Alaskans, 
and that almost no one in the state plans to drive to Juneau. Governor Palin should cancel this expensive 
project and use the money for essential transportation repairs and maintenance, which only will increase 
with peimafrost melting and increased flooding caused by climate change," stated Walt Parker, 
Anchorage-based former head of the state 's Department of Highways (now Alaska Department of 
Transportation) under Governor Jay Hammond. 

Lois Epstein, Director of the Alaska Transportation Priorities Project, a non-profit, statewide 
transportation 4 *watchdog" organization stated that "the legislature needs to hold oversight hearings on 
what would not be funded if the Juneau Road/Ferry project moves forward, including transportation 
projects that would benefit the trucking industry and relieve coagestion in and en route to Anchorage." 

Much of the $244 million in currentty-unidentified funds for the project will come from the state because 
federal transportation tanding is in decline, resulting in Alaskan transportation needs being cancelled, 
delayed, or scaled back to fund the Juneau Road/Ferry project. Using general fund money could affect 
non-transportation priorities, such as funding for education and municipal revenue sharing. Important 
state transportation projects that may have inadequate funding should the Juneau Road/Ferry Project 
proceed include the Glenn/Seward Highway to Highway connection in Anchorage, upgrading the Parks 
Highway to allow for year-rourtd truck travel, and ensuringthe safety of existing roads and bridges. 

Hays Research Group conducted the poli as part of a survey of 400 residents statewide, and the margin of 
error is +/- 4.9%. Only approximately 1 in 10 poli respondents didn't know or refused to answer the poli 
questions.

In November of 1919, Preaident Woodrow Wilson issued his Armistice Day proclamation. The 
last paragraph set the tone for future observances: 

"To us in America, the reflections of Armistice Day will be filled with solemn pride in 
the heroism of those who died in the country's service and with gratitude for the victory, 
both because of the thing from which it has freed us and because of the opportunity it has 
given America to show her sympathy with peace and justice in the councils of the nation." 

Armistice Day is now celebrated as Veterans Day, a day to remind us of sacrifice and 
service to country, a time for reflection, and a time to openly honor our veterans. 
Veterans Day is a time to pay our respect to all veterans for their sacrifices and for 
protecting the freedom we so cherish in America. This year, as an added honor we pay our 
respects to ovex 9 million men and women who served during the Vietnam era by celebrating 
the 25th Anniversary of the Vietnam Veterans Memorial or more commonly referred to as "The 
Wall." 

The idea to have Alaskan veterans represented in the Anniversary celebration was the idea 
of one "ol' soldier" and present day Alaskan cowboy, Bob Moore. Bob is a highly decorated 
Vietnam veteran who served three tours of duty in Vietnam, both as an infantry soldier and 
combat Helicopter pilot and is the "Trail Boss" for the Alaska Trail Riders of Alaska. The 
Alaska Trail Riders is an organization that was formed to provide therapeutic trail rides 
for disabled veterans and children. Bob was going to take a "trail ride" as he put it, to 
recognize the anniversary, but his trail ride became a mission, a raission for healing and 
to honor the sacrifices of his fellow veterans. The irony in Bob 's endeavor to honor his 
fellow veterans, is that he is a disabled veteran himself. 

Bob developed a fund raising strategy to support the Trail Riders efforts to bring 25 
Alaskan veterans to the anniversary celebration and that strategy involved riding his 
horse 400 miles across Alaska. Riding with memories and a mission Bob Moore rode out of 
Wasilla at sunrise with the hope of a positive fund raising campaign and "rounding up" a 
group of veterans to attend the anniversary of the "Wall." His ride brought together 
veterans for the cause, in turn a committee was formed and the mission was in place. By 
the time he had ridden from Wasilla to Cantwell and Paxton the Trail Riders had nearly 
540,000 in pledges from major oil companies, native corporations, local business and 
service organizations to support the 25 vets traveling to Washington DC for the 
Anniversary Parade. 

Alaska Airlines, a huge supporter, has designated the flight carrying the delegation to DC 
on November 8th "The Alaska Freedom Bird," commemorating the Freedom Bird designation of 
the homecoraing flights from Vietnam. We expect more than 50,000 veterans and family 
members to join the Alaska delegation for this historic event. 

The wali is the touchstone of a generation, a sacred place for Vietnam veterans, our 
emotional "welcome home." Over 58,000 names are etched in simple black granite as a 
reminder of the cost of freedom and the sacrifice of a generation. 

One "ol' soldier" took on a cause and made a difference. He had memories, haunting
